A Fter a very hot leafon from the beginning of this month of 
June, on the of the fame,early inthe morning a great 
Tempeft was obferved,ga thering Wed-South Wed, of which 
there appear’d much L^htoing, with fome Thunder only as a 
far off. On the nineteenth (being Sunday) after fcveral lefs 
ffrong reports of Thunder, the whole Town, and particu¬ 
larly the Congregation in St. NzV/^ Church-e'when the Mini- 
der wasPreaching)was ftra-ngely furpr.ifed with a mod terrible 
ffalh of Lightning and a fearful Thunder-clap, which lighted 
down through the Idler deepleupon the body of the Church,
